The charter board of free- 
holders held its final meeting | 
today and 12 of its 13 members | 
Signed an official copy of the 
proposed new city charter 
which will be submitted to 
voters, probably next October. 

The freeholder refusing to 
sign the charter draft was 
David M. Grant, Negro attor- 
ney, who has bitterly fought a 
drastic change in the Board of 
Aldermen called for in the 
proposal, 

After the signing the free- 
holders adjourned sine die, 
thus ending their charter-draft- 
ing job which began shortly 
after they were elected last May 
8.. Under the law they had one 
year to revise the 1914 charter 


Proponents of the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial 
on the riverfront lashed out 
today at a Chicago consulting 
engineer’s report recommend- 
ing against relocation of the 


William W. Crowdus, presi- 
dent of the Jefferson National 


at the 
Courthouse, called the report 
“an affront to the City of St. 
Louis.” 

“I was deeply shocked at the 
report,” he said. “As a lawyer, 
I would say it went far beyond 
the scope of the pleadings.” 

Crowdus said the engineering 
firm had been asked only for 
an estimate of the cost of the 
relocation job and not for 
recommendations for changes 
in the design. 

He said the design for which 
Eero Saarinen received a grand 
prize of $40,000 had been ap- 
proved by no less than seven 
major groups, including the 
Congress of the United States 
and the President, and that 
Congress had allocated $5,000,- 
000 to the project. 


The fact that the allocation 
provided none of the money 
could be used for the giant 
stainless steel arch that formed 
the focal point of the design did 
not mean that proponents could 
no go back to Congress to ask 
for the arch, he said. 

The report was signed by 
Alfred Benesch, head of the 
engineering firm hired to study 
relocation of the tracks. The 
fee of $30,000 is being shared 
by the city, the National Park 
Service, the Terminal Railroad 
Association and the Missouri 
| Pacific Railroad, with the city 
| and Park Service paying one- 

half from parking meter receipts 
| on the riverfront and the rail- 
roads paying the remainder. 

The engineering report said 
one plan, using a 3000-foot tun- 
nel to conceal the tracks, would 
cost $14,749,000. A second 
plan, concealing the tracks in a 
depressed “open cut” would 
cost $11,214,000. 

Conrad L; Wirth, director of 
the National Park Service, who

Grant favored a 14-4-1 board, 
with 14 members chosen by 
ward and four and the pres- 
ident at large. Webb and Nally 
favored retention of the pres- 
ent setup—28 aldermen elected 
by ward and only the president 
at large. :

Grant, in a statement he read 
at today’s meetign, said he “re- 
gretfully” found himself “un- 
willing to sign the draft.” He 
charged that the 7-7-1 plan had 
béén “skillfully maneuvered by 
a willful few” of the charter 
a membership.

plan as “a dangerous threat to 
the general welfare” because it 
contains “a virile germ for pos- 
sible capture of (the board of 
aldermen) by self-seeking in- 
terests or coalitions.” 

“Likewise,” Grant continued,

mental tenets of representative 
government and hence unsup- 
portable to those concerned with 
freedom from executive or ad- 
ministrative tyranny.

Knowland told a Republican 
dinner at Grand Rapids, Mich.., 
| that Mr. Eisenhower's $71,800,- 
000,000 spending program for 
the 12 months starting July 1 
was a major liability of the Re- 
publican Administration. He 
again pledged his best efforts to 
cut the budget by at least three 
billion dollars, adding that cut- 
ting the budget “must not be 
any single-shot effort.” 


“In future years we must con- 
tinue to keep federal expendi- 
tures from increasing and, 
wherever possible, to reduce 
them,” he said. “Only this way 
can our burdensome taxes and 
national debt be steadily re- 
duced.” 


As to Other Issues. 


On other issues Knowland 
said this country must stand for 
the protection of the people 
“from the concentrated and ar- 
bitrary use of power by busi- 
ness or labor organizations 
against individuals and small 
business enterprises.” 


“The right to earn a living as 
an employe or as a proprietor

AIR FORCE ORDERS

Due to Great Growth. 

Khrushchev explained that 

the massive reorganization was 
due to the great growth of So- 
viet industry, which had made 
old forms of management ob- 
solete. 
He said the change was aimed 
at increased efficiency, in- 
creased per capita production 
and higher living standards. 

He denied the foreign assess- 
ment of the reorganization as 
“decentralization,” saying, “It 
is not decentralization, but 
shifting centralism closer to 
areas where the industrial 
rocess is developing.” 

“It is not a lesser but a 
higher degree of centralization,” 
he said. 

Khrushchev used his 15,000- 
word report that took four 
hours to deliver as the occasion 
to ridicule foreign skeptics and 
doubters of Soviet economic 
efficiency and superiority. 

“Not long ago,” he said, 
“skeptics were more common 
than poisonous mushrooms in 
rotten soil. But the time has 
come when Soviet plans have 
been fulfilled and overfulfilled, 
killing the desires of ungifted 
prophets of bourgeois papers to 
make ignorant predictions. . . 

“No matter how many secret 
and open attacks capitalist 
predators make against us, they 
cannot retard our movement to 
the bright future of mankind— 
Communism.”

Stuart resigned in March 
shortly after Sims made his 
charges before the Ethical Prac- 
tices Committee and in inter- 
views with the staff of the 
Senate labor rackets investizat- 
ing committee. Unlike the situ- 
ation in the Teamster’s case, the 
Ethical Practices Committee 
will be without the benefit of 
testimony before the Senate 
committee in seeking to estab- 
lish the truth or falsity of 
charges in the bakers’ case. 


In his statement at noon, 
Hayes said George Meany, pres- 
ident of the AFL-CIO, had re- 
quested the investigation. Last 
March 15, Hayes continued, the 
committee conducted a prelimi- 
nary inquiry in a meeting with 
Meany and principal officérs 
of the Bakers Union and then 
decided to hold a formal in- 
vestigation.

Oregonian shared 
‘the $1000 award for local reporting, where there was no edition 
pressure, for their exposure of “vice and corruption” involving 
the Teamsters union in Portland, an exposure which currently 
has embroiled Teamster president Dave Beck with a Senate 
investigating committee and with the AFL-CIO leadership. 
The prize-winning piay was “Long Day's Journey Into Night,” 
There was no award for fiction for 
a novel during the year 1956 but Kenneth Roberts was given. 
a special citation for his historical novels over a period of years, 


by the late Eugene O'Neill. 


Journalism awards are worth 
$1000 to each of the recipients, 
except in the newspaper cate- 
gory of. meritorious service 
where the award is a gold medal 
worth $500. Awards in the 
fields of music and letters are 
worth $500 each. 

In the field of letters, “Rus- 
sia Leaves the War,” by former 
Ambassador George F. Kennan, 
was recognized as the best his- 
tory published in 1956. “Pro- 
files in Courage,” by Demo- 
cratic Senator John F. Ken- 
nedy of Massachusetts was se- 
lected as the outstanding biog- 
raphy. 

Other awards in journalism 
went, for national reporting, to 
James Reston of the New York 
Times, whose news and inter- 
pretive articles from Washing- 
ton appear regularly in the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, and to the 
Salt Lake City (Utah) Tribune 
for its coverage of the dramatic | 
collision of two passenger planes 
in June above the Arizona 
Grand Canyon. The Tribune's 
award was for reporting where 
the pressure of edition time is 
a factor. 

Columbia president Grayson 
Kirk announced the awarding 
of the fortieth annual Pulitzer 
Prizes, instituted by the first 
Joseph Pulitzer, founder of the 
Post-Dispatch and the old New 
York World, who also endowed 
Columbia University Pulitzer 
Graduate School of Journalism. 


Second for Reston. * 

The awards were unusual in 
that it was the second time 
Reston received one in the same 
category and that for the first 
time a prize was given for a 
play written by an author now 
dead. O'Neill, whose production 
is a current hit on Broadway, 
died in 1953. It was the fourth 
Pulitzer Prize for his dramas. 
Another thing unusual was the 
citation to Roberts for his “his- 
torical novels which have long 
contributed to the creation of 
greater interest in our early 
American history.” 

Winners in journalism includ- 
ed Russell Jones of the United 
Press for international report- 
ing in connection with his dis- 
patches from Hungary during 
the bloody rebellion against 
Communist domination. At great 
personal risk, Jones filed eye- 
witness stories from Budapest 
for five weeks until he was de- 
ported by Red oppressors. He 
was the only American reporter 
on the scene.

The Bi-State bill is identical with one passed 
by the Illinois General Assembly in 1953. But 
the Illinois law does not betome fully effective, 
even in Bi-State’s Illinois jurisdiction, until 
Missouri adopts a similar statute. Twice—in 
1953 and again in 1955—the Missouri Legisla- 
ture calmly ignored the needs of this great 
metropolitan district and permitted such a 
measure to die. 


This time, however, the bill’s chances appeared 
considerably brighter at the outset. Introduced 
jointly by State Senator John P, Barrett, North 
St. Louis Democrat, and Hartwell G. Crain, 
Crestwood Republican, the measure at long last 
appeared on the verge of virtually solid support 
from this area. Bi-State’s Missouri jurisdiction 
includes the City of St. Louis, plus St. Louis, 
St. Charles and Jefferson counties. 

o oa - 

Unfortunately, a hitch has developed in the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. One Senator has 
raised the surprising objection that two subjects 
are covered by the measure. If so, of course, 
this would probably have an adverse effect on 
its constitutionality.. But so far as we can de- 
termine no other technically informed person 
sees such a danger. 

Since the Bi-State bill eventually would be 
tested in the courts in any case, and since the 
weight of informed technical opinion sides with 
its constitutionality, this objection does not 
seem to us to justify failing to report the bill 
favorably. 

The second objection said to have been raised 
in the Judiciary Committee is that the bill con- 
siderably broadens Missouri’s guardianship stat- 
ute. (It permits guardians and executors to 
invest in Bi-State’s revenue bonds), Actually, 
Bi-State would not need this section if it were 
not for the fact that a similar provision exists in 
the Illinois law. If it is dropped in Missouri it 
would have to be dropped in Illinois. That 
would entail another two years of waiting for 
action at Springfield, and this area cannot af- 
ford such a delay. 

* . * 

Moreover, this too can be viewed as a matter 
for judicial determination. It is quite possible 
that the bill actually would not alter the guar- 
dianship rule one iota. The Missouri guardian- 
ship statute specifically enumerates the invest- 
ments a guardian can make, Since the statute 
is specific it would be paramount. And since 
Bi-State’s revenue bonds are not mentioned in 
that specific law, guardians presumably would 
still be prohibited from investing in them, and 
the alleged objectionable section of the Bi-State 
bill would be inoperative. 

Bi-State is the key to what could be substan- 
tial new employment opportunities in this met- 
ropolitan area. A special opportunity exists in 
the 4000-acre Columbia Bottoms site that may be 
susceptible of transformation into an industrial 
park supporting hundreds of new jobs. The 
tax values represented by such a development, 
as well as the cash poured into payrolls, 
would be a boon to the St. Louis area. A pros- 
perous and thriving Eastern Missouri would 
benefit the whole state—including such places 
as Perryville. and Kennett—for the whole of 
Missoufi id the sum #f its parts. 

The Legislature is rapidly running out of 
time, and. if the Bi-State bill is to become law 
it will have to be quickly revived and passed. 
St. Louis-area Senators are responsible for see- 
ing that prompt and effective rescue operations 
are undertaken. This is a “must” measure for 
Bi-State, for the metropolitan area and for the 
state. 
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Where the Wuerzberger Flowed 


The closing of the once well-attended Black 
Forest beer garden, “out on the Gravois,” in- 
duces that recurring mood in which progress 
does not seem half as wonderful as it is sup- 
posed to be. With summer just: ahead, any 
mention of beef? becomes a reminder that it is 
the ideal outdoor drink when the weather turns 
warm. But progress has moved the beer drink- 
ers from the garden into the tavern, from out- 
doors to indoors. And what's wonderful about 
that? 

Time was when St. Louis had hundreds and 
hundreds of beer gardens. There were the big, 
fancy ones with a stage, a band, entertainment 
and dancing. And there were many more little 
ones, not much more than yards into which sa- 
loon-keepers moved their business when May ran 
into June. They had gravelled walks, white- 
washed trees and green-painted tables at which 
Schoppen were served. They were convivial 
neighborhood gathering places, and nobody 
dreamed of calling them “continental” or “al 
fresco.” 

The old Volstead Act did them in, of course. 
But in the fullness of time, sanity returned and 
with it the saloon—even if renamed tavern. 
Why not the beer garden? Could nobody think 
up a fancy name for it? The post-Prohibition 
summers were just as warm as those of the good, 
old days, and the beer soon was up to the old 
standard. Why did only a few brave souls try 
to bring back the outdoor Prosit!—and general- 
ly with little success? After all, people were not 
hiding from atomic fall-out in 1933. 

Progress. gets the blame, the same progress 
that put beer into cans. But it is not all-power- 
ful. A man can still enjoy beer out of doors— 
but he must drink it on the terrace, the area 
once known as the yard. More progress.

Savior of South Viet Nam 


The arrival in this country of President Ngo 
Dinh Diem of South Viet Nam symbolizes the 
most important success that the United States 
has achieved in several years in troubled South- 
east Asia. 

It was a very long chance that the Admin- 
istration took soon after the fall of Dien Bien 
Phu in May, 1954, when it was decided to put 
a lot of political and economic aid and some 
military assistance into South Viet Nam. The 
Communist Vietminh under the veteran Ho Chi 
Minh, and aided by Red China, held North Viet 
Nam, under the Indochina peace treaty, with 
the 17th parallel as the dividing line. All the 
odds favored the Communists. 

South Viet Nam was in a mess, overflowing 
with 400,000 refugees arriving from the Commu- 
nist northern half and hampered by the lack of 
a stable government, Communist agents were 
everywhere. Bao Dai, the playboy emperor 
who ruled from the French Riviera, had been 
dumped but his minions still held places in the 
government. Two chiefs of private armies were 
fighting to take over the government. It would 
not have been surprising if Diem, largely inex- 
perienced in government and considered weak, 
had fizzled out. 

’ ‘The success with which he has held office is 
evidenced to some extent by the mere fact that 
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his country is now stable enough to permit him 
and his interior minister to visit heré for sev- 
eral days. His conference with President Eisen- 
hower and his address before Congress will di- 
rect the attention of the world to a man who 


with help from the United States has been able’ 


to\gave his nation from the Communist forces 
close at hand. 
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The Pulitzer Prizes 

The Pulitzer prizes are intended for outstand- 
ing work in journalism, but this year the prizes 
are related.to the great stories of 1956 as well. 

First was the Hodge scandal in Illinois, and 
for uncovering and developing the breadth of 
this sordid story the Chicago Daily News has 
won the award for disinterested and meritorious 
public service. The service was disinterested, 
for the Daily News is a newspaper with Repub- 
lican leanings whose digging nevertheless 
reached deep into the Republican organization 
in its state. The service was meritorious, for 
it displayed in public view many evils in state 
government, from financial manipulations to 
the power of lobbies. In sum, the award to this 
newspaper seemed inevitable. 


Other stories of the year which brought prizes 
for coverage concerned the sinking of the An- 
drea Doria, as photographed by Harry A. Trask 
of the Boston Traveler, the brave and tragic re- 
volt of the Hungarians, as reported by Russell 
Jones of the United Press, the deaths of 128 
persons in the Grand Canyon air collision, as 
reported by the Salt Lake Tribune, and the Au- 
therine Lucy case at the University of Alabama, 
during which Buford Boone of the Tuscaloosa 
News editorially sought to restore sanity to an 
inflamed community. And Wallace Turner and 
William Lambert of the Portland Oregonian 
won the award for local reporting of vice and 


corruption involving politics and the Teamsters” 


union—a story which is not ended yet. 


Another major news event of 1956 was, of 
course, the illness of President Eisenhower. For 
an analysis of the effect of this illness on the 
functioning of the Executive branch, among 
other dispatches, the prize for national report- 
ing was given to James Reston, head of The 
New York Times Washington Bureau. 

A posthumous award—the fourth for Eugene 
O’Neill—was given for his play, “Long Day’s 
Journey Into Night.” The poetry prize went to 
Richard Wilbur for a volume entitled “Things 
of This World,” poems from which were reprinted 
on this page, and the prize for musical com- 
position to Norman Dello Joio for a work in- 
tended for ballet, “Meditations on Ecclesiastes.” 

Even in this field of arts and letters, the his- 
tory of the time had its effect. The prize for 
biography went to Senator John F. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts, whose “Profiles in Courage,” ap- 
peared when courage was needed anew in the 
Capitol. Sections of this work were printed in 
the Everyday Magazine. The history award 
went to George F. Kennan, former Ambassador 
to Russia, for his “Russia Leaves the War,” cov- 
ering years at the end of World War I which 
left a legacy for the present. 

In respect to the awards for journalism we 
would not say, of course, that the story makes 
the newspaper man or the newspaper. Great 
work can be done with small happenings. But 
for 1956 it was significant that there were men 
and newspapers available to respond to major 
events, or to discover them, with quick and un- 
derstanding effort. On their fortieth anniver- 
sary the Pulitzer prizes mark the growth of 
journalism, as they are intended to do. 
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Not Companions Yet 

The Missouri Senate has passed a bill allow- 
ing longer and heavier trucks, and its Road 
Committee has approved a bill requiring bigger 
trucks to pay higher fees. 

Some of the Senators who voted, 25 to 4, for 
the longer-heavier truck bill are reported to 
have done so “because of the committee’s action 
in approving the fee increase measure.” But 
these Senators cannot yet afford to regard the 
two bills as inevitable companion measures. 

The truck lobby wanted the bill increasing 
truck lengths from 45 to 50 feet and weights 
from 60,010 to 64,650 pounds, and what it 
wanted it got. There was not too much objec- 
tion because some neighboring states already 
permit such limits, But the truck lobby certainly 
does not want the committee bill raising the fee 
for big transports from $600 to $700 a year. 

No doubt the lobby will contend.that this 
amounts to a one-sixth increase in fees in re- 
turn for a one-fifteenth increase in weights. 
But Senator Rozier of Perryville, who fought 
the lobby persistently, says the truckers will 
make an additional four millions a year from 
bigger trucks, and were paying four millions 
less than their fair share of highway costs al- 
ready. The authority for this is an unpublished 
Highway Department survey of highway taxes. 

So far, despite committee action, the Senate 
has not yet faced up to the issue of fair truck 
fees. It has only given the powerful truck 
lobby what it sought. Those Senators who re- 
gard the fee bill as a companion measure will 
have to fight hard to achieve their expectation. 
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More Time for Dave Beck 

The first hearing of the AFL-CIO Ethical 
Practices Committee for Teamsters boss Dave 
Beck concluded with the sound of decision but 
not the substance. In fact, it may be many 
weeks before the public knows what will be done 
about Dave Beck. 

In the beginning the committee summoned 
Mr. Beck and 11 other members of the Team- 
sters board to hear charges against the union. 
These were a distillation of what the Senate's 
McClellan committee had discovered and they 
were severe. 

Dave Beck and union vice president Frank 
Brewster were accused of using union funds for 
personal purposes and their positions for per- 
sonal profit. The entire union leadership was 
charged with failure to act against the two. 

But the meeting was over in two and a half 
hours with an announcement that the Teamsters 
leaders had been given until May 24 to reply to 
the charges. 

Actually the Ethical Practices Committee is 
fighting for the life of its AFL-CIO code of 
ethics, and there could be no more difficult test 
than the Teamsters. This huge and powerful 
union contributes 10 per cent of the total per 
capita income of the AFL-CIO. 

The principal penalty which the committee 
can use to uphold the code is, of course, expul- 
sion, This has been used successfully as a threat 
to clean up several smaller unions. But the 
threat of expulsion might not work against the 
big Teamsters, and if they were expelled, they 
would not necessarily be cleaned up. The best 
opportunity for the Teamsters themselves to 
get rid of corrupt leaders will be their own 
convention next September. 

For the time being, the Ethical Practices Com- 
mittee will apparently be satisfied to make its 
case. If the case is made to stick, the weeks

It is difficult to quarrel with so dis- 
tinguished a scientist as Dr. Willard 
F, Libby about the effects of nuclear 
radiation. Dr. Libby is a member of 
the Atomic Energy Commission and his 
letter to Dr. Albert Schweitzer, dis- 
counting almost altogether the health 
hazards from nuclear tests, naturally 
carries much weight. 

The trouble is that there is no way 
to checking whether Dr. Libby’s opti- 
mism is justified. A wall of secrecy 
shuts out the public from full knowl- 
edge of the factors upon which the 

mic Energy Commission bases its 
. .erminations. Yet Dr. Libby’s argu- 
ment invites some serious questions. 


In the first place, his assumptions are 
apparently based upon averages. Thus 
his assertion that the genetic risk “is 
extremely small compared with other 
risks which persons everywhere take 
as a normal part of their lives,” and 
that the strontium-90 present in chil- 
dren’s bones in the United States is 
less than 1 per cent of the permissible 
level, must inevitably be qualified for 
individual cases. 

In the second place, Dr. Libby postu- 
lates his assurance on continuation of 
the present rate of nuclear testing. But 
there is in fact no guarantee that the 
rate will not be increased as other pow- 
ers seek nuclear weapons. 

In the third place, the maximum 
concentration of radioactive fallout 
from the first American superbomb in 
1954, according to other scientists, will 
not be present on earth until 1970. A 
great many tests have been held since 
1954. Thus it is impossible yet to know 
what will be the full effects of the ra- 
diation already released. 

The fact is that there is no scientific 
agreement on these health hazards; for 
every assurance there is an additional 
warning. Unhappily, the Administra- 
tion does not even acknowledge the 
risk. Its position would be much more 
convincing if it would meet this issue 
head on—and its position would be 
stronger still if it would seek to limit 
the risk, if not through a general mora- 
torium on large tests, at least through 
some effort to control “dirty” tests. 
Aunty-knows-best is scarcely a satisfac- 
tory answer when the consequences of 
error may be irremediable,

WO schoolgirls, about 11 years of age, were walking 
T home from school, heads close together, talking over the 
day's lessons.

of the mouths of babes. 
When a teacher is trying 
to help a class understand 
the point she is trying to 
make, the fewer words she 
uses, the more positive the 
statements, the shorter the 
sentences, the better. And 
only the point she is mak- 
ing should be emphasized. 
The first step toward 
knowledge in any field 
must be short. The sen- 
tences conveying them 
must be brief and to the 
point. The background of history, biography and like allied 
matter can wait until the fact is made clear and the class 
has learned it. After that the trimmings can be added.

CHILDREN can be as interested in learning a bare fact 
of mathematics as in learning about Newton's homelife or 
Einstein’s political creed. Any information is news to a 
pupil hearing of it for the first time, and it would have to 
be presented in extremely dull fashion not to interest him. 
When too many words are used, the listeners cannot “hear” 
them. 

This bit of educational method is as useful to parents 
as to teachers. When a small child asks a question, he is in- 
terested in the bare fact, not its scientific basis.

As he grows older and his horizons of knowledge 
broaden, he will push his questions further and he can be 
answered more fully.

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His Hollywood Is Only a Memory 


Sad-Eyed Buster Keaton on Visit Here Recalls the Days That Will Never Come Again

IME seemed to do a back- 

flip and throw itself into 

réverse at the little owl- 
eyed man, pacing up and down 
the room, ed back toward 
the Hollywood of yesterday, a 
happy, precocious legend that 
slipped away with the coming 
of talkies, unable to compete 
in the brittle world of the mil- 
lion-dollar spectacular. 

It was a wistful glance, and 
suddenly you shared with him 
thé nostalgia and the regret for 
days that will never come again. 
The two-reelers and the cus- 
tard pies, collapsing walis and 
the cops who chased the hero 
and never caught up, the Model 
T’s that just oozed by the loco- 
motive as the audience closed 
its eyes and screamed. They're 
not easy to forget, not for the 
one who dreamed them up. 


The gray-haired little man 
with the horn-rimmed glasses 
paused in his pacing to light 
another cigarette. Then some- 
thing happened that his howl- 
ing audiences never saw. Bus- 
ter Keaton laughed. 

He was remembering the 
time the dam was supposed to 
break and sweep him down the 
river. Only the studio manager 
pulled the string too soon. 


“We had worked two days on 
that dam, but now the scene was 
ruined. He was just the boss, 
but the whole company got so 
mad they threw rocks at him 
and chased him off the set.” 

That was Buster Keaton’s 
Hollywood of yesterday, a gang- 
ly, bumptious young Hollywood 
that could laugh at danger and 
thumb its nose at authority, a 
mixture of ham and devotion 
which forgot the clock and the 
calendar, 

“We had fun, but we worked 
hard, harder than a lot of guys 
do today,” the stubby little man 
was saying. And then, there was 
a flash of disdain on his creased, 
stony face. 

“They punch a time clock 
these days. They want to get 
out of there in a hurry. We 
worked because we loved it.”

But one of 
his most cherished memories is 
the time he faced Bob Lemon, 
Cleveland’s fireballing pitcher. 

It was in a charity game and 
Buster was asked to play sec- 
ond base on a team of major 
leaguers who happened to be in 
California at the time. His love 
of comedy got the best of him 
his first time up and he tried 
to walk into one of Lemon's 
sizzling fast balls. 


“Nobody, but nobody, walks 
into a Lemon pitch,” said Bus- 
ter. “Fortunately, it missed.” 

In another game, he and Joe 
E. Brown were assigned places 
on the team and as a stunt 
were to race around the bases. 

“I went the first base route 
and he went by third. His legs 
gave out at second and I tripped 
over first.
